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Dr. Humphrey Reports On Society’s Progress 


Adoption of Insurance Plan Highlights Year 


Editor’s Note: Because the report of 
last year’s President, Robert I. Humph- 
rey, contains many recommendations of 
interest to the members of the Chicago 
Dental Society, it is printed herewith in 
its entirety. 

Once each year, the Chicago Dental 
Society turns back the pages of history to 
measure itself in terms of accomplish- 
ments against the glowing plans it made 
for progress a brief year ago. Some of 
these plans, we may find, never bore fruit. 
Others need only a little more time and 
effort. Still others are of such intangible 
quality that there is no yardstick by 
which to measure them. 

In reviewing the activities of our So- 
ciety throughout the past year, it is 
pleasing to note that there are seven 
definite accomplishments worthy of spe- 
cial mention at this time. 

1. Perhaps no service which the Chi- 
cago Dental Society has undertaken dur- 
ing the last few years is of more im- 
portance to its membership than the 
group insurance plan. In view of the fact 
that the past year was the first full year 
in which we were able to appraise the 
benefit of the plan, it is gratifying to 
know that there has not been a single 
serious protest relative to the manner of 
settling claims. This, we believe, is an 
outstanding record. 

2. Another important step in the field 
of dental progress was the establishment 
of a standing committee on Dental 


Health Education together with the 
hiring of a program director. We are 
mindful of the fact that this is a new 
feature, one that will require supervision 
and perhaps some changes as experience 
indicates. Nevertheless, there is no doubt 
as to the constructive value of this ven- 
ture, both to the profession and to the 
public. 

3. Steps taken to develop a more 
worth-while service in the Cook County 
Children’s Dental Clinic are progressing 
satisfactorily and it is the sincere hope 
that this important piece of work will be 
carried through to a successful conclu- 
sion. 

4. The success of our annual Mid- 
winter Meeting was outstanding in that 
we had the largest attendance in history. 
It is my belief that the new feature of 
entertaining visiting dignitaries which 
was inaugurated this year should be con- 
tinued. Perhaps there should be some 
modification in the set-up, but the funda- 
mental principle behind this endeavor, 
in my opinion, is entirely sound. 

5. The American Dental Association, 
as we are all aware, indicated a desire to 
hold its annual meeting in Chicago next 
year. Our official invitation has been ex- 
tended to the proper officers and tenta- 
tively accepted. I believe the officers and 
board members should be commended 
for their friendly attitude in the handling 
of this enterprise. 

6. Our financial portfolio is now in the 
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strongest position that it has enjoyed in 
the history of the Society. While our suc- 
cess is not necessarily measured by the 
assets we possess, financial soundness is 
a tribute to the wisdom of our officers 
and directors, both past and present. 

7. Our membership at the present time 
is at an all time high. The total as of May 
19 was 3,767. 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


One of the most pressing problems 
facing our Society today is the necessity 
of providing adequate space for the Cen- 
tral Office. Present quarters are crowded 
and inefficient with no facilities for our 
many board and committee meetings. All 
meetings, except very small gatherings, 
must be held at one of the hotels, pre- 
cluding access to files and other valuable 
information necessary to intelligent func- 
tioning. Since hotels charge from eight to 
ten dollars for the use of suitable meet- 
ing rooms, additional expense is incurred. 

Our Business Manager has on several 
occasions proposed to the officers plans 
which would provide more efficient serv- 
ice to our membership. These additional 
services, however, cannot be inaugurated 
until additional space is available. It has 
been suggested, for example, that we pur- 
chase an addressograph machine and do 
all addressing of the various mailings to 
the membership in the Central Office. 
Adoption of such a system would result 
in far greater accuracy and control of 
all mailings than is possible when the 
addressing is done by an outside organiza- 
tion. With the installation of such a sys- 
tem, all mailing for the branch societies 
could be done through the Central Office 
thus eliminating duplication of mailing 
lists in the branch societies and relieving 
branch officers of the necessity of keep- 
ing a mailing list, addressing broadsides, 
etc. 

Probably no member of the Board 
doubts the need or desirability of having 
larger and more suitable quarters for the 
Central Office. Our problem is to locate 
such quarters. Inasmuch as desirable 
space will probably not be available in 
any of the better office buildings in the 
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Loop area, I propose that the Society 
purchase a two or three story building in 
a suitable location, such as the Near 
North Side, and remodel it to meet 
present and probable future needs of our 
Society. I am certain that suitable quar. 
ters could be found in a convenient loca- 
tion at a price within the means of the 
Society. In fact, it is my opinion that 
the Society could purchase, remodel and 
maintain suitable quarters at a cost that 
will, in the long run, be more economi- 
cal than the present plan of space rental. 
Purchase of our own headquarters rep- 
resents a financially sound investment in 
efficiency, service and prestige. It is my 
recommendation that the incoming presi- 
dent appoint a special committee to thor- 
oughly investigate all phases of this pro- 
posal. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT 


One other point that I believe should 
be considered by the Board of Directors 
is an amendment to the Constitution and 
By-Laws whereby the president-elect 
would become an officer of the Society 
and would then be given the right to vote 
on the Board. Under the present Con- 
stitution, the president-elect is not listed 
as one of the officers in Article IV, al- 
though in Article XIV of the By-Laws 
he is given the privilege of attending all 
meetings of the Board of Directors. Cus- 
tomarily the president-elect of the Society 
is a man who has served previously as a 
director, an officer or both, and during 
his term of service he generally acquires 
a fine background of experience and 
knowledge on questions that come before 
the Board. To deprive him of a vote 
upon election to the office of president- 
elect seems quite unfair and shortsighted. 
Oftentimes the president-elect, realizing 
he has no right to a vote on the Board, 
will hesitate or even refrain from ex- 
pressing any opinion on questions that 
are before the Board. I feel that the 
suggestions and advice of the president- 
elect should be available to the Board 
and that this officer should be entitled to 
a vote on any question.
